Each Pater-fa- 
milias brings his long pipe, from which his fore” 
fathers drew inspiration; each one has that 
never-failing good humored smile, which the 
trials of half a century have firmly imprinted 
on their countenances. They are ell men ad- 
vanced in life, and many of them have lived to. 
enjoy the Silberne Hochzeit. There they sit 
until precisely ten o’clock over their pipes and 
their wine, weighing, discussing and pessing 
jadgment upon every subject presented for their 
consideration, 


They rarely become excited, 


except when a younger member of the society 
is so bold as to propagate ideas that clash with 
their eld, conservative, and long approved mode 
of thinking. Then the full measure of their 
wrath bursts upon the offender’s head. Loud 
and hasty words ensue, and quiet assumes its 
accustomed rule only when the erring one is 
brought back into the beaten track.

day with the regularity of clockwork. 


1 was S@rprised to find so great a difference 


between people separated only by a range of 
mountains, formerly indeed an almost impasse- 
ble barrier, bat presenting few obstacles to mod- 
ern art.

There is more of quiet en- 
jayment and domestic heppiness than among 
the Italians, when the passions are stil! free and 
unchecked by reverence for the iights of one’s 
fellow-men. It seems as if the Italian language 
were formed solely to expréss emotion; the 
German to give grace to the commonest inci- 
dents of life. The one is iounded upon the ideal
